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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues in pages 9-10 for 
independent claims that the cited reference by Hansen et al. neither teach a transistor difference in width of nor cells differing in anyway. 
The examiner respectfully submits that the claims do not specifically disclose or require a specific amount of differing in width of transistor. 
The transistors are manufactured with slightly differing in width as expected. Thus, the limitation is expectedly met by the cited reference 
Hansen et al. since the claims do not specific how much differ in width of transistor is needed between the transistors. 
The applicant also argues in pages 10-1 1 for independent claims that the cited references by Hansen et al. and Itoh fail to disclose the 
critical paths and the construction of cells with differing transistor widths for differing locations within the circuit. 

The examiner respectfully submits that the critical path is existed in every circuit as the latest path (e.g. in term of time/cycle) to generate 
output from input. As clearly addressed in the rejection, the primary reference by Hansen et al. fail to. disclose the first Booth decoder cell 
as transistor has a width larger than the width of transistor of the second Booth decoder cell. However, the secondary reference by Itoh 
explicitly discloses the intended use and benefit of having a larger width in transistor in order to increase the speed of processing. 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention is made to make transistors 
along the critical path with larger width in order to improve the processing time. 
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
